II.  PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

General  Remarks. 

General  Diseases. 

Diseases  of  the  Digestive  and  Respiratory  Systems  continue  to  be  the  most 
prevalent,  there  having  been  4,006  cases  of  the  former  with  5  deaths  and  3,103 
cases  of  the  latter  with  42  deaths  during  the  year. 

It  is  noticeable  that  respiratory  complaints  occur  mostly  during  the 
relatively  cold  season,  January  to  April,  and  digestive  system  complaints  during 
the  rains,  J  une  to  October. 

The  year  passed  without  an  outbreak  of  any  serious  illness  under  the 
Heading  of  General  Diseases, 

(II)  Communicable  Diseases. 

(1)  Mosquito  or  Insect  Borne. 

i.  Malaria. — 811  cases  were  diagnosed  during  the  year.  In  the  58  cases 
admitted  to  hospital  the  diagnosis  were  confirmed  microscopically. 

ii.  Trypanosomiasis. — 610  cases  were  treated  in  Bathurst  and  George¬ 
town  as  against  580  cases  in  1932,  and  366  cases  in  1931.  It 
is  confidently  believed  that  this  increase  in  attendance  is  due  to 
increased  faith  in  modern  treatment,  and  that  there  is  no  real  increase 
in  the  incidence  of  the  disease. 

iii.  Yellow  Fever. — No  case  was  reported  during  the  year. 

iv.  Blackwater  Fever.  —One  case  with  no  death. 

v.  Tilariasis. —  42  cases  were  recorded  in  the  form  of  Elephantiasis. 

(2)  Infectious  Diseases. 

i.  Influenza. — 98  cases  were  recorded  in  comparison  with  134  cases 
in'  1932. 

ii.  Measles. — No  case  recorded. 

iii.  Dysentery ,  Amoebic. — 54  cases  in  comparison  with  59  cases  in  1932. 

iv.  Dysentery ,  Bacillery — Two  cases  as  compared  with  one  case  in  1932. 

v.  Leprosy. — 30  cases  were  recorded  as  compared  with  192  cases  in  1932. 
It  is  not  considered  likely  that  all  who  have  this  complaint  report 
themselves  for  treatment.

Yaws. — 57  cases  were  under  treatment  as  compared  with  424  in  1932. 
This  disease  is  more  commonly  found  in  the  Protectorate  than  in 
Bathurst. 

Tttanus. — 36  cases  were  treated  with  6  deaths  as  compared  with  3S 
cases  and  9  deaths  in  1932. 

Septircemia. — Two  cases  were  recorded. 

Syphilis. —  28  cases  were  treated  with  no  deaths  as  compared  with  33 
cases  and  no  deaths  in  1932. 

Gonorrhoea. — There  were  123  cases  as  compared  with  119  cases  in 
1932. 


(3)  Helminthic  Diseases. 

i.  Ascariasis. — 527  cases  presented  themselves  for  treatment. 

ii,  Toeniasis — 34  cases  presented  themselves  for  treatment, 

iii.  Dracunculus. — One  case  only. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  general  health  was  satisfactory  and  the  year 
passed  without  an  epidemic  of  any  kind.

III.  HYGIENE  AND  SANITATION. 


A.  GENERAL  REVIEW  OF  WORK  LONE  AND  PROGRESS  MADE. 

(1)  Preventive  Measures. 

Malaria.  During  the  year  sand  filling  and  levelling  of  anopheline  breeding 
grounds  have  been  continued.  Close  scrutiny  is  given  to  all  other  likely  breeding 
places  such  as  trees,  sump  pits  etc. 

Trypanosomiasis.  5  deaths  occurred  during  the  year.  It  is  still  confidently 
believed  that  infection  is  not  acquired  in  Bathurst  and  this  is  supported  by  the  fact 
that  no  tsetse  fly  has  been  reported  or  caught  in  the  town.  A  large  area  betAveen 
the  town  and  the  nearest  swamp  lands  continues  to  be  kept  clear  of  undergrowth. 

Yellow  Fever.  No  case  has  been  under  treatment  during'  the  Year  either  in 
Bathurst  or  the  Protectorate. 

Plague.  No  case  has  been  under  treatment  either  in  Bathurst  or  the  Protecto¬ 
rate  during  the  year. 

Dysentery.  Is  not  prevalent  in  Bathurst  and  consequently  no  special  pre¬ 
ventive  measures  are  required. 

Tuberculosis.  16  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  under  treatment  in 
Bathurst  during  the  year  as  in-patients.  Whenever  a  case  is  reported  in  the  town  it 
is  visited,  the  danger  of  the  disease  to  others  is  explained,  and  arrangements  are  made 
with. the  patients  and  friends  to  have  the  disposal  of  sputum  carefully  attended  to  and 
the  patient  kept  as  much  aj  art  from  other  people  as  possible.  Spittoons  and  carbolic 
acid  lotion  are  issued  free  to  the  patient. 

Seri  Beri.  No  cases  reported. 

(2)  General  Measures  of  Sanitation. 

Scavenging  -and  Defuse.  All  household  and  other  refuse  is  scavenged  by 
Health  Department  labourers  and  conveyed  by  lorries  or  by  horse  carts  to  Malfa 
Creek  and  there  incinerated  and  used  to  reclaim  shallow*  tidal  areas.  It  is  estimated 
that  23,495  cart  or  lorry  loads  totalling  approximately  1,632  tons  of  refuse  were 
disposed  of  in  this  way  during  the  year. 
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(3)  School  Hygiene. 

Medical  inspection  of  school  children  is  undertaken  at  regular  intervals  by  the

Vaccinations  were  carried  out  by  the  Health  Department  during  the  year. 


(4)  Food  in  Relation  to  Health  and  Disease. 

Various  inspections  cf  food  stuffs  were  made  during  the  year.  Meat  and 
Fish  are  offered  for  sale  in  the  Albert  Market  only  and  there  undergo  daily  inspection 

Periodic  inspections  of  bake-houses  and  shops  were  also  carried  out. 

The  number  of  animals  (including  pigs)  slaughtered  in  the  Albert  Market 
during  the  year  amounted  to  2,285. 

One  ton  three  cwts  and  fourteen  pounds  of  meat  was  condemned. 

Forty-seven  pigs  were  found  infected  with  cysticercus  and  were  dealt  with  in 
the  meat  sterilizer. 

The  total  amount  of  meat  placed  in  ‘  cold  storage  ’  was  one  hundred  and 
twenty-two  tons.

The  prevalent  indigenous  diseases,  judging  by  the  numbers  applying  for 
treatment,  are  Yaws  (347),  Malaria  (209),  Trypanosomiasis  (209), 
Ulcers  (191),  but  this  has  obvious  fallacies  as  a  method  of  estimating 
the  incidence  of  any  disease  in  relation  to  others,  e.  g.  Malaria  is 
regarded  as  a  commonplace  incident  in  life  by  the  average  Gambian, 
and  he  does  not  seek  treatment  very  often,  hence  the  number  of  Malaria 
cases  is  the  same  as  the  number  of  Trypanosomiasis  cases  in  the  above 
figures. 

The  prevalent  non-indigenous  diseases  appear  to  be  Constipation  (400), 
and  Bronchitis  (256),  but  this  latter  figure  may  be  taken  to  include 
numerous  respiratory  troubles  hardly  serious  enough  to  be  defined  by 
the  name  of  bronchitis,  but  difficult  to  classify  otherwise. 
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Little  is  to  be  gained  by  a  comparison  of  the  figures  for  1933  with  those 
of  previous  years  owing  to  the  intermittent  presence  of  a  Medical  Officer 
in  the  1  lotectorate,  and  other  conditions.  Of  the  latter  the  most 
important  being  the  insistence  on  payment  of  small  sums  towards 
tiie  cost  ot  medicine  and  treatment,  ibis  has  cut  down  a  great  deal  of 
the  something  for  nothing”  attendances  at  dispensaries,  while  not,  in 
m\  opinion,  deterring  the  genuine  cases,  and  in  the  case  Tryprnosomiasis 
out-patients,  pre-payment  for  a  course  of  treatment  has  induced  a  large 
percentage  to  finish  the  course  (in  direct  contrast  to  previous  experience), 
thereby  benefitting  themselves,  and  reducing  the  chance  of  their  becoming 
a  public  danger  as  ‘carriers’  of  an  arsenic-resistant  strain  of  trypano¬ 
somes.

Outside  Georgetown  the  Chiefs  and  Headmen  are  responsible  for  the 
general  cleanliness  and  sanitation  of  the  villages,  and  these  appear  to  be 
fairly  satisfactory  except  in  the  case  of  Kunt-aur  in  the  Trade  season. 
An  incinerator  has  been  built  in  Georgetown  and  has  been  successful  in 
ieahn0  vvith  a  considerable  quantity  of  dry  household  refuse  and  grass, 
but  the  possibilit}^  of  disposal  of  other  types  of  refuse,  by  this  method, 
has  still  to  be  proved.  Sewage  disposal  in  Georgetown  is  by  burial  in  the 
‘bush’  of  the  contents  of  pails  used  by  Europeans,  some  African  Officials 
and  Traders,  the  Hospital,  and  the  Armitage  School.  The  rest  of  the 
population  use  pit  latrines  in  their  yards  and  the  ‘bush’. 

Outside  Georgetown  the  two  latter  methods  prevail,  except  in  the  cases  of 
some  Officials  and  traders  who  use  the  conservancy  method.
